Washington, May 11—Big profits 


arc promised to farmers 
who will

The experts have taken that vi- 


cious circle known as the "hog cycle 
and carved and plotted it until lliey 
are mnv^iUe to tell the big producer 
how he can escape from the succes- 
sion of market peaks and depres- 
sions in which he is usually just one 
jump behind and losing1 money at 
every jump. 


Farmers "miss the" market," de- 


partin'eht of agriculture ollicials said 
today, because they raise hogs in 
times of underproduction and high 
prices and stop breeding, when there 
are l_pw prices and overproduction. 
On the face of it/that sounds like a 
reasonable proceedure, but when the 
fanner looks at his bank book at the 
end of the season, he discovers there 
is something- radically wrong with it. 
Here is the department's explana- 
tion: 
. fThis i>lau fails; to, "allow fjfr the 
time that must pass before the re- 
sults of 
breeding decisions ;:• thus 


made will bo felt in a larger or snial- 
ier movement of hogs to market. The 
number of hogs on the market at 
an.V given time is not adjusted to the 
price conditions then existing, be- 
cause thejimount of the supply was 
determined linonths previously on 
the Basis of the conditions prevail- 
ing at that time." 


Obviously, if fanners coald know 


what prices 
would 
rule 
several 


mouths later by the time they had 
finished breeding and raising their 
hogs, they could fit their supply to 
the demand and -be ready to take ad- 
vantage of peak prices. 


Here i.s where the experts come to 


the rescue. 


"Economics in the department of 


agriculture have worked out a me- 
thod of forecasting hog price trends 
which -makes it possible for the 
trend of the hog market to be fore- 
seen far enough ahead and with c- 
nough general accuracy to give the 
farmers a better and safer basis for 
gauging production than 
they can 


ever get from watching the current 
markets," according to a department 
announcement. These forecasts are 
available to all farmers. 


Since American hog production 


contributes nearly two-thirds of the 
supply of hog 'products in interna- 
tional trade, it is believed that the 
American farmers can in the main, 
regulate world production and resul- 
tant market prices. 


"The American hog producer can 


take the excessive swings out of the 
hog cycle simply by learning tc 
guage his production with an eye to
